Premier Mitchell F, Hepburn of One 
tario played the leading role in 
county police court } 


here Tuesde 
as a crown witness whose evidence 
helped send Henry M. Walker and 


Arthur Leakey to trial before en 
Ontario supreme court judge and 
jury for extortion. They will be 


tried at the next assizes 

The youthful, neatly-dressed Lib- 
eral premier was the crown’s first 
witness in the preliminary hearing 
jof Walker and late in the afternoon 
jhe returned to the stand to repeat 
evidence upon which Leakey wes 
committed for trial by Magistrate E 
S. Livermore 

Without ever raising his vcice, 
but speaking clearly. Premier Hep- 
burn testified that threats egainst 
his family, which he was told were 
jmade by Walker, so concerned him 
last spring he maintained a guard 
at his Elgin county farm home for 
several nights. His wife and mo 
er, he asserted, were made nervous 
by the reports of the threats

I am convinced that present con- 
ditions call for a new approach 
and a new deal for our people and 
to the end that conditions must 
be improved we must be pre- 
pared to give disinterested public 
service. 


“Tonight, in the few minutes at 
my disposal, I want to say some- | 
thing about the health situation of 
our people, and how I think we 
should proceed to give better health 
services than we are doing at the) 
present time. This room in which 
I sit to broadcast tonight has rather 
an over-awing effect on me. To be 
in a room alone with a microphone 
and the knowledge of there being 
a vast unseen audience listening in, 
makes one feel that the speaker 
should at least not waste the time 
of his listeners by destructive 
criticism 


EXPERIENCES RECALLED 


“This occasion makes me some-| 
what reminiscent, and tonight as I 
sit here, some of the experiences 


@s a general practitioner return to 
my mind. I cannot help but recall 
the mental agony that some of my 
patients must have endured who 
lived 30 and 40 miles from their 
doctor, who when the new baby 
was expected, had to be left alone, 
while their husbands hitched up 
the horse, or wound up the old tin 
lizzy and called in first a gocd 
neighbor, and then proceeded to get 
a doctor. As a good many of my} 
listeners have known from experi- 
ence, it always seemed that when 
the roads were almost impassable 
or in the midst of a storm, that his | 
services were usually requested 
Many times Mrs. 
have been hard put to find clothes 
for the new arrival and many 
heart-rending scenes I have had to 
witness. 

“I could also tell you tonight of 
doctors who are carrying on in 
our smaller towns and villages 
the great work of the profession, 
working day in and day out for a 
remuneration which is less than 
a living wage. I could tell you 
also of those whose income is in- 
sufficient to pay their running 
expenses, who are doing valiant 
work, and yet they are getting 
cheques from home to keep the 
wolf from the door. 

“It is my conviction 
nation we have paid too little at- 
tention to this part of our national 
life. Surely health is as. important 
as food, clothing and shelter, yet 
the state has been trading on the 
generosity and goodwill of the pro- 
fession to a degree which has work- | 
ed hardship on individual mem- 
bers of the profession. 


SHOULD BE GREAT AIM 

“The prevention of sickness 
should be the great aim of the) 
state. To keep a person well is in- 
finitely cheaper than to look after 
him when he is sick. I have heard | 
a lot about the so-called Chinese | 


system where you pay the doctor | 


to keep you well and he gets no pay 
when you are sick. Such a scheme 
may not be very practical but it 
contains some wholesome  phil- 
osophy. 

“Jt should be the duty of the 
state to see that every man, women 
and child has available, the best 


that modern scientific medicine can | 


provide irrespective of the individ- 
uagl's ability to pay. I do not need 
to mention how far we are from 
reaching that ideal. True, we as a 
municipality or as a province can- 
not do these things alone but in co- 
operation with the Federal govern- 
ment we can and must do more} 
than we are doing at the present) 


time. It does seem to me that in a} 


Province with such a small popu- 


lation that we should have a record | 


on file of every individual from the 
time of birth, supplemented by a} 
medical. examination every two or| 
three years. What a tremendous | 
amount of suffering both mental 
and physical would be saved if) 
there was an annual voluntary | 
medical examination 


“We should know where all our | 
crippled children are, where all | 
the sickness, where all the early 
cancer cases are located, and so on 
When we know what had to be 
done then we could plan to see that 
conditions were remedied 


WOULD PAY TO STUDY 

“I know that even to mention 
the word “plan” is to send a cold! 
shiver down the back of my listen- 
ers, but it would pay some of us to 
study and see what is being accom- | 
plished in some of the countries | 
such as Sweden, Italy, Russia, and 
Great Britain. In all these coun- 
tries vigorous and progressive mea- 
sures are being adopted to improve 
medical services to the people 


“LT am convinced that in Can- 
ada we have not shown the vision 
and energy that we should have 
shown and I hope that the health 
commission appointed by the fed- 
eral government will get down to 
work and show what can be done 
by co-ordinating the efforts of the 
Dominion and Provincial depart- 
ments of health. Alberta is not 
altogether behind in the matter of 
progressive health legislation, and 
may I remind you of the value of
